Recent discourses eminent Catholics, 
both clerical and lay, have pointed the 
scarcity outstanding leaders among Cath- 
olics. These and other critics 
mated that the parochial schools, elemen- 
tary, secondary, and higher, must bear the 
major responsibility for this serious defect 
leadership 

What are some the educational prac- 
tices causing such weaknesses? First, activi- 
ties designed prepare students for the 
responsibilities leadership have been very 
limited the curriculum. For example, 
few “academic” classes make use 
leadership within the structure 
class. Nearly all class planning done

The items just mentioned serve only 
illustrations lack leadership training. 
What can done our secondary schools 
prepare students for leadership without 
falling into the extremes progressivism 


and relativism? attempting answer 
this question, let assume that the high 
school one the best training grounds 
for leadership the laity, since for the 
majority high school students their edu- 
cation will terminate with the twelfth 
grade. Let assume further that the best 
way train leaders give them the 
opportunity leaders. 

Perhaps few principles will serve 
guides the suggested practices 
given later. 


Leadership Most Effective When 

Releases the Creative Talents 

All the Students 

The teacher can develop leadership best 

when makes possible for each student 
free make his unique contribution 
the total effort. Thus one finds blend- 
ing the individual freedom and collec- 
tive effort that the goal the particular 
activity may achieved. applying this 
principle the wise teacher must avoid

Leadership More Effective When 
All Members the Group Have 
the Opportunity Share Some 
Aspect the Leadership Program 

teacher who interested developing 
leadership his group will see that 
the members not monopolize 
the leadership. While true that some 
students seem “natural” leaders, the 
presence such personalities should not 
prevent the teacher from providing every 
student with some leadership experience. 

Even the most reticent member can 

responsible for some part the group 

activity. For example, may serve 

secretary recorder for committee 

“fact finder” who report his findings 

the group. However, the activities 

some may have limited that cer- 
tain students not spend all their time 

nonacademic matters. For example, 


Colorado high school point system was 
developed the student council under 
which student permitted participate 
only certain number nonacademic 
activities. This practice was found helpful 
not only because limited the influence 
the “joiners,” but also because provided 
leadership opportunities for much larger 
group interested students. 


All Students Affected School 
Policies Practices Should Have 
Some Share Their Determination 

Though this principle basic leader- 
ship training evident that must 
qualified certain areas according the 

Catholic philosophy education. For ex- 

ample, moral theology will dictate certain 

norms regard dress behavior. 

However, students participate deter- 

mining rules for conduct the hallways, 

the gymnasium, the cafeteria, and even 
some extent the classroom, they are 
more apt abide the rules than when 
such rules are merely handed down from 
school authorities. Also, the maturity 
the students and the experience the 
group democratic procedures will deter- 


mine what extent this principle par- 
ticipation can used. The type, size, 
location the school also will affect the 
application this principle. The larger 
the school, the more difficult 
for all the students participate their 
own rule-making. boarding school offer. 
more opportunities for student activitie 
than day school; the consolidated schoo 
offers less opportunity than the schoo 
which draws the students from one neigh 
borhood. 


The Utilization Students’ Leader- 
ship Should Have the 
the Teaching-Learning Process 
One Its Major Objectives 

Since assume that students 
high school learn, the leadership trainin; 
program must contribute furthering thi 
most important objective. other words. 
the activities whereby the school expects 
train student leaders cannot 
from the rest the school program. For 
instance, some schools limit responsible 
student participation “club” activities. 
and some the clubs are dominated 
the faculty moderator that very little 
opportunity left for student decision. 


Both Teachers and Students Must 
Understand the Dynamics 

Little success will eventuate teachers 

suddenly relinquish all leadership without 
adequate knowledge the inner work- 
ings and structure the group. was 
such procedures that brought about the 
“Junatic fringe” program progressivism 
Teachers should become acquainted with 
the literature social psychology and 
group dynamics before attempting too 
much group work. Students also need 
gradual introduction the responsibilities 
leadership. One cannot expect class 
high school freshmen who have been told 
every move make for eight years sud- 
denly take responsibility for their own 
behavior. Bedlam usually will follow, and 
the fault does not lie with the students 
were this type training start early 
the grades, high school teachers would find 
relatively easy inaugurate 
which would provide excellent leadership 
among high school students. 


Suitable Student Activities 
Using these five principles the 


dynamics are those natural forces which 
operative within groups human beings who liv 
and work together. . . . (These forces are most pre 
dominant problematic situations.)

The activities include con- 
school elections, provision for safety 
measures and rules conduct the 
environs the school, regulation cor- 
traffic, supervision recreational 
facilities and cafeteria conduct, and formu- 
policies for study halls and extra- 
class activities. schools where such prac- 
tices have gradually become part the 
student’s responsibility was found that 
instead discipline becoming lax, the be- 
havior students was much better than 
was under the direct control the ad- 
ministration. those schools where stu- 
dent government this type has been 
successful, the students said they found 
easier obey laws they themselves made, 
even though these laws were more rigorous 
than those laid down the teachers. 

Some may object that such practices 
constitute abdication mature adult 
authority favor the immature student 
rule which would contrary the Cath- 
olic philosophy education. However, stu- 
dents will realize that their participation 
the policy-making function limited 
the very fact that they are students and 
the final authority still rests with the 
and administration. Vigilant super- 
vision the part the school authorities 
assure the success the leadership 
raining program without jeopardizing the 
the administration. 


Preparation Needed 

was intimated above, student leaders 
not produced hearing “lectures” 
they must given the oppor- 
unity leaders. Such opportunities for 
elf-education may given social 
lass, e.g., history, civics, social prob- 
ems. activity unit democracy will 
‘end itself very well this type training. 
most students are accustomed the 
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“direct teaching” approach their studies 
(they are told what democracy means), the 
“self-education” indirect approach can- 
not used without some preliminary work 
the part the teacher. must create 
“permissive” atmosphere which will en- 
courage the students assist planning 
the unit; the students must convinced 
that the area for study abounds prob- 
lems that are real concern them, and 
upon which they must their own think- 
ing rather than merely parroting the views 
others. Some time may spent neces- 
sarily getting the students adjust 
one another, the teacher (and the 
teacher the students) this “new” 
atmosphere. Generally speaking, students 
are not ready for “activity unit” where 
they must carry the burden their own 
learning. 

order get the unit underway the 
teacher can suggest that the group discuss 
whether not they believe this country 
democracy. Even though most 
the students seem agree that the United 
States democracy they begin quali- 
fying their statements pointing 
social and economic inequalities which ex- 
ist. Others will mention points view 
expressed the public press, television 
and radio, members their family 
friends.

Leaders and Rules 

The next step “self-activity” class 
the selection class leaders and the 
formulation class rules procedures for 
studying the topics chosen. The aims 
self-education probably will preface such 
set rules which may include such goals 
gaining whatever knowledge necessary 
understand and discuss the topic intel- 
ligently and communicate this knowledge 
well speaking and writing; the student 
will learn the fundamental skills for inves- 
tigating problem one’s own well 
group. After these goals have been dis- 
cussed and understood the class should 
allowed determine their own “ground 
rules” for the study the topic. These 
rules should reflect understanding the 
learning process applies the self- 
education approach, understanding 
which will help students continue edu- 


cating themselves (and others) after they 
have left school. 

this point the students should 
ready work the topic they have 
selected. But the teacher should remember 
that the students must bear the major re- 
sponsibility for selecting and organizing the 
topics within the unit, for distributing the 
work among all members the class, for 
maintaining intercommunication among the 
various groups and individuals the class. 
Then the findings individuals and groups 
will pooled final report. The last 
step the evaluation their work the 
students themselves which will added 
the teacher’s evaluation. 


Determining Responsibilities 

One the major difficulties providing 
for effective use student participation 
often found the students and teachers 
not knowing what responsibilities each 
member discussion group has. The 
following may serve helpful deter- 
mining the responsibilities the chairman, 
recorder, resource person, and participants. 


The Group Chairman’s 

Responsibilities 
PREPARATION FOR THE MEETING 

Selects and delimits several topics for 
possible discussion the students have not 
previously done so. This will avoid the 
waste time which often follows when 
topic the agenda. 

Makes certain that the physical ar- 
rangement will encourage participation and 
informality. 

Prepares materials and questions 
which will useful the group. 

THE MEETING 

Stating the problem for discussion and 
giving any results from previous meetings. 

Helping groups become acquainted 
and getting organized for work. 

Recognizing the speakers and encour- 
aging brevity. 

Encouraging reticent members and 
discouraging private conversations. 

Keeping the discussion 

ward their goal fitting minor points into 
the larger whole after these points have 
received thorough discussion. 

Clarifying and explaining statements 
participants especially when there are 
differences major issues. 

Restating contributions neutralize 
anger, prejudice, etc., attempt 
main fair positions represented 
minority. 

Giving frequent summaries and mak- 
ing the final summary generalize the 
results.

There little interest and certainly 
little permanent significance the his- 
tory Catholic education the colonial 
period American history has been 
told. The effort establish some firsts 
educational history, using all parts 
the North and South American continents 
for the purpose, hardly history Cath- 
olic education the United States; nor 
are the early facts about the territory that 
was ultimately become part the 
United States any real value them- 
selves. 


Discovery and Exploration Period 
Not Significant 

There hardly any point discussing 
the discovery Greenland and Vineland 
the Northmen, nor the alleged discovery 
St. Brendan, because these were without 
any effect population school organ- 
ization history. Nor will discuss the 
period discovery with Columbus, Cabot, 
and others, even though all involved were 
Catholics. The settlements that followed 
the wake discovery exploration 
the sixteenth century are without continuity 
the subsequent educational history. 


Our Interest Settlement 
Colonial Period 

The significant facts the English settle- 
ment are the beginning the seven- 
teenth century. The colonial period which 
are discussing may extended the 
signing the Constitution 1789 and 
the inauguration Washington April 
30, 1789. And was the next year, 
August 15, 1790, that John Carroll, who 
had been “Superior Missions the 
Thirteen United States North America” 
since 1784,1 was consecrated first Bishop

Effective Catholic Church

There could hardly have been any effec- 
tive Catholic education the English 
Colonies during this period because there 
was effective organization the Church 
and effective authority located anywhere 
the Colonies. There was effective 
Church legislation, later supplied 
brilliantly the Baltimore Councils 
Church discipline Church regulations 
dealing, for example, with such problems 
developed during the colonial period

English Ecclesiastical Authority 
Confused 

The situation with reference the En;- 
lish colonies was necessarily influenced 
the absence any Hierarchy Englard 
from its extinction the period between 
1559 and 1585 its restoration 
centuries later 1850. Says Pollen the 
Church England that “visible public 
hierarchic body with its ancient 
courts, privileges, and 
ceased exist. The uncertainty and cor- 
fusion ecclesiastical authority England 
would naturally have its effects the coi- 
onies, and the attitudes the Vicars 
tolic London the time did not help 
the situation. 


The Jesuits and Colonial Education 

All priests, and particularly Jesuits, had 
difficult time because the English 
penal laws effective the colonies, and 
because the specific laws passed the 
colonies and the suspicion “vicious im- 
ported servants and concealed Papists,” 
and particularly the severe penalties against 
teaching any Catholic. The three small 
elementary-secondary schools established 
two Maryland Newtown and Bohemia 
Manor and one New York City did 
not become permanent. further blow was 
dealt when Pope Clement XV, 1773. 
suppressed the Society Jesus upon which 
the possibility education the English 
colonies was dependent. note that the 
ban was removed 1814 when the Society 
was canonically restored. 
came Jesuit college with Jesuit rector 
1806 after Bishop Carroll received verbal 
approval for the revival the Society 
1805. 


Few Catholics the Colonies 

Besides the fact that there was effec- 
tive organization the Church anywhere 
the American colonies, any effective 
ecclesiastical authority, there were compar- 
atively few any Catholics great part 
the United States, except the Mary- 
land, Pennsylvania, and Detroit areas. 
the other colonies there were 
dentured servants and some Irish tran:- 
ports taken when Cromwell subjugated 
1651, and perhaps some 
Bishop Carroll estimated that there

Charity and Apprenticeship 

There were two dominant conceptions 
education the English colonies with 
basis, the English poor law Eliza- 
beth and the apprenticeship law. This 
made the school charity school 
provided the churches and religious 
societies. The education for other than the 
poor was private matter. 


The Dominance Religion 
School Practice 

Even more pervasive the schools was 
the influence religion, affecting the con- 
trol, selection teachers, and visitation 
the schools. But even more significant for 
the future was the dominant place re- 
ligion the curriculum and the text- 
books the singing Psalms and 
the reciting prayers. These were natu- 
rally Protestant, expressing the opinions 
the dominant social and political groups. 
The significance this for Catholic edu- 
cation was the persistence these prac- 
tices the schools long into the national 
period, when the schools had presumably 
become “common” “public” schools. 
was these persistent practices, against which 
the Catholic bishops protested constantly, 
which furnished the motivation for the 
separate Catholic schools. Though efforts 
work during the national period within the 
framework the public schools (Lowell, 
Poughkeepsie, and Faribault 
were attempted, tolerated, then given up. 


The Severe Penal Laws Effective 
the Colonies 

Even the small number Catholics and 
the lack any semblance church au- 
was complicated further the 
penal laws passed the colonies 
destroy “Popery.” Dr. Purcell® notes 
even Maryland enactment 1704 
vhich provided that any convicted Papist 
profession the Popish Religion

Over-all View Catholic Education

The dominant climate opinion was 
religious and specifically anti-Catholic.

Educational Commentary 
Dr. Richard Gabel 

can best understand the colonial 
situation, with its climate opinion and 
ideology about education persisting long 
into the national period, giving the 
summary what the most comprehen- 
sively and carefully documented study 
the relation private and public schools 
the colonial period.

The territory vicar 
apostolic vicarate apostolic. Prior 1784, 
England was vicarate apostolic under 
bishop who had power jurisdiction over 
the English colonies. 

Bishop: bishop virtue his office 
the official teacher the magisterium his 
diocese and head and responsible for the 
diocesan Catholic school system. bishop 
cleric having the full powers the priest- 
hood, successor the Apostles (Apostolic 
Succession) who has two powers: the power 
order and the power jurisdiction. The 
former the power sanctify the faithful 
religious rites—and includes particularly 
the power confirmation and ordination; the 
latter the power govern and instruct the 
faithful for the supernatural end for which 
the Church was established. Performing his 
functions legislative, judicial, and adminis- 
within the Canon Law his powers, 
his diocese, are absolute. “The power 
jurisdiction the bishop ordinary and 
immediate his own diocese notwithstand- 
ing the primacy the Roman Pontiff” 
(Vatican Council 1828). 


Diocesan School Board: The Third Plenary 
Council Baltimore (Decree 204) recom- 
mended the establishment school board 
for the diocese whom local school boards 
would report, and who turn would report 
the Bishop. 

Local School Boards: 
Council (Decree 204) 
bishops appoint (“will appoint”) school 
boards for “different localities and languages,” 
which will consist one more priests who 
will examine schools the city and the 
country districts and report the diocesan 
school board.

in American life, their history and their services 
and assist them achieving their great individua 
and social service for all the people. 

9. He must keep in mind the functions of hi 
office, help to promote its purpose without dis 
sipating his time and energy in fruitless communit: 
activities, being merely good 

10. By reports, research, and supervision, he mus 
grow his job, making progressively achiev 
its purposes, and build in his clientele and in th 
community understanding what the school 
are trying do, and honest knowledge 
extent of their accomplishments. 

11. should have the necessary 
skill to manage an office, understand the principle 
of line and staff, authority and responsibility, an: 
the wisdom use special abilities which 
may not have for the educational purpose. 

12. should have firm adherence

a) Promotion of lay participation in educatior 
which will least intelligent appreciation 
the work and needs the schools.

Where such 
conditions prevail, should sur- 
prised that students develop distaste 
not contempt for scholarship? 

“These techniques bypass the spirit- 
ual faculties man. They infiltrate the 


classroom behind such clichés and slo- 
gans as: practice makes perfect, repeti- 
tion the mother studies, experience 
the best teacher. These and other 
expressions are usually taken axio- 
matic. Yet each wrong implication. 
that intense effort educates. Effective 
learning self-activity and this implies 
effort, effort the part the student, 
and the part the teacher, the 
enlisting, the arousing, the inspiring 
effort.”

However, the feasibility and the 
merit such undertaking become evi- 
dent after some consideration. 

Moderators student councils often are 
faced with the task helping council 
members plan assembly programs. For 
anyone who has had any experience such 
the imagination label the process work. 
Sometimes, however, when council mem- 
bers have follow-up discussions the as- 
sembly results, not easy for them 
ascertain why the programs have such 
varying appeal the student body. 


The Assembly for Learning 

First all, assembly which worthy 
place the school curriculum affords 
some type learning experience for the 
students. this experience effect the 
greatest possible influence, cannot 
mere passive event which the students 
through “something” which being 
said the stage. Attention must 
focused the students are active 
the perceptual process. Learning, even 
should operational type 
use. planning assemblies, therefore, one 
the basic considerations should the 
means used focusing the attention 
the student body. 

claim this attention, the council 
members can consider two different avenues 
approach. Either they can elicit ex- 
ternally through visual auditory stimuli, 
such internal factors interest 
felt need. The more all these means can 
combined, the more advantageous will 
be. Even though there are specific concepts 
gained through specific senses, student 
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necessary, therefore, keep the whole 
individual mind whenever planning 
learning experience not just his individ- 
ual component parts. Everything, then, 
which planned part the assembly 
program, must planned terms the 
individual students who make the as- 
sembled group. Their past experiences and 
perceptions will supply the readiness for 
the assembly —the new learning experi- 
ence. The assimilation new knowledge 
will proportion the relationship 
that the new experience has with the stu- 
dent’s former experiences. 


Efficiency Audio-Visual Presentation 

the council decides have assem- 
bly involving visual aids, such illus- 
trated lecture, will necessary for them 
employ means projecting the illus- 
trations and the words the speaker 
all the students, even those the back 
the auditorium. This based the 
principle that ideas can accurate only 
insofar the images are correct. Likewise, 
images will correct only the senses 
have distinct and clear stimuli from which 
they can report draw the sensation. The 
greater the wealth correct sensory ex- 
periences, the greater the ability for 
correct conceptions. 

After the consideration broad and ac- 
curate sense impressions utilized 
the assembly program, necessary for 
the council members consider ways 
which the student body can study the new 
impressions comparatively, see relation- 
ships, causes, and effects, and then use 
this discrimination efficiently. 


Follow-Up Discussion 
This may accomplished means 
short discussion following the lecture.

This 
clarion call for Christianizing peals forth 
again with stronger emphasis due the 
three most prevalent evils the world 
today: (1) God out 
things; (2) Materialism substituting 
creatures for God; (3) Indifferentism 
placing first things last. All these dangers 
lead the greatest enemy Christ 
ignorance God. 


This the situation stands today. 
must practical and face facts. To- 
day’s children and probably two genera- 
tions come will never see our Catholic 
school system expand sufficiently ac- 
commodate ever can ex- 
pand. St. Paul exhorts us: “Go and preach 
the Gospel all nations,” meaning in- 
struct them. admonishes pastors 
particular that their first duty preach, 
then the imposition hands. St. Paul, 
remember, was reiterating Christ’s com- 
mand. Can refuse Christ Himself?

Governor Ribicoff Connecticut has 
pointed the “shameful waste” the 
annual traffic toll. message contained 
The Travelers Insurance Companies’ 
annual traffic safety booklet, The Road 
Toll, Governor Ribicoff said:

Governor Ribicoff outlinec 
four-point program reduce the annua 
toll: 

“First, make known your legislator:

“Second, insist program safety 
education which begins the grade schools 
and continues through mandatory pro- 
gram driver training before young peo- 
ple can receive their licenses. 

“Third, express your support of, and 
motor vehicle law enforcement without 
‘fix’ ‘favor.’ 

“Fourth, develop within yourself the 
habits care, caution, and courtesy be- 
hind the wheel.”

the Lord chose the descendants 
Abraham and set them apart that 
might raise them slow degrees from the 
condition fallen creaturehood 
come actual sharers His plan for 
“new creation.” But first had im- 
press upon them the helplessness and 
misery brought upon mankind sin. 
This why allowed them en- 
slaved the Egyptians and even reduced 
subhuman existence. Then, when 
miraculously intervened human history 
set them free, they should always re- 
member this event “redemption” 
from living death new life. That is, 
the Exodus was intended prophetic 
figure what would some day happen 
all mankind when should set free 
from the misery its enslavement sin 
its long exile from God. 

further preparation for the great 
Design, God taught His people very 
special kind sacrifice, one that would 
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liberate them from the general sentence 
death laid upon Egypt the last the 
plagues. For the Lord had decreed that 
angel death should through the 
land and kill the first-born all crea- 
tures, even the Jews, unless these sacri- 
ficed lamb and smeared its blood upon 
their door posts. Then the destroying angel 
would pass over their homes and spare 
their first-born sons reason that 
saving blood from the sacrifice. 
membrance this the Hebrews were com- 
manded celebrate the Passover Pasch 
every year, while calling mind God’s 
miraculous intervention deliver them 
from slavery and death. 

But what can all that mean 
Gentiles, our day and age? Well, 
ourselves this far-off century must see 
the real and ultimate meaning that 
paschal lamb, whose blood and sacrificial 
death wrought such momentous change 
the fortunes the Jews. For this was 
God’s way teaching also the mean- 
ing and full effect Christ’s death the 
Cross and His saving Blood. 

But there was more the lesson than 
even that. After the Jews had miraculously 
passed through the waters the Red Sea, 
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they came into the desert, where God be- 

gan lay the groundwork for His plan 
restoring creation unity and order. 
achieve this purpose first had 
make out this formless multitude 
individuals organized social body, one 
People. Only thus could receive 
official information from the Almighty and 
take concerted action response. Here, 
course, see the foreshadowing 
the one true Church, the unified Body 
which God still speaks man through 
His Word made known His official 
representatives. 

And are told the book 
Exodus how, the desert, God called 
together this people solemn summons 
and bade them the foot Mount 
Sinai and there listen His own Word 
proclaimed them. But for this near ap- 
proach the Deity the people must pre- 
pare itself definite series actions 
—namely, fasting and purification, 
adoration and collective prayer. 
other way could this people ready 
hear the Word God and accept 
wholeheartedly. 

Thus today find the very purpose 
and structure our Fore-Mass laid out 
the Lord’s own instructions some four 
thousand years ago. That say, 
too must realize that like careful prep- 
aration our own souls necessary 
make ready hear the very words 
God proclaimed to. the Gospel 
our Mass. For, through His own words 
recorded the New Testament, Christ 
once addressed the people His own 
time. This why, help realize the 
tremendous truth that Christ’s words are 
the same, whether spoken His own 
lips those His representative priest. 
the Church surrounds the singing the 
the Lord person. Therefore the Church 
her solemn High Mass surrounds the 
singing the Gospel servers bearing 
lighted and she has her ministers 
bow reverence kiss the sacred words 
preserved for the Book. For her 
the Gospel indeed the inspired Word 
God spoken our own times.

UNIT IV. THE PEOPLE RATIFY 
COVENANT 


Presentation 

You have learned after the Exodus 
from the Lord called His people 
together out into the desert. Then, re- 
minding them His mighty intervention 
their behalf. spoke thus: “You 
have seen for yourselves what did 
the Egyptians, how carried you 
eagle’s wings, and took you into care. 
whom all the earth belongs. will single you 
out among its peoples own. You 
shall serve royal priesthood 
consecrated nation” (Exod. 19:3-6). 

What was the Jews’ response such 
awe-inspiring message from the Almighty 
Himself? are told that “the whole 
people answered with one voice. ‘We will 
all that the Lord has said’” (Exod. 
19:8). Then they proceeded ratify this 
agreement covenant with the Most 
High God sacrifice, which was 
visible sign pledge that they would 
faithful their promise. 

That momentous event, which changed 
forever the destiny this people, was 
not allowed become mere memory 


long-dead past. was kept alive and 
functioning their life the annual cele- 
bration the paschal sacrifice, wherein 
all the tribes were bidden God Him- 
self assemble family units. And, 
emphasize this solidarity whole na- 
lambs were sacrificed the same 
time one place. Then the people re- 
called deepest gratitude its miraculous 
deliverance from the “death” Egyptian 
slavery “new the Promised 
Land. This epoch-making 
looked upon their restoration that 
paradise forfeited Adam’s sin. Such 
thought, course, should have evoked 
deep and abiding thankfulness for all 
God’s gifts the first creation well 
that thus recalled 
memory. 

This why the paschal sacrifice now 
became, more than ever, thank-offering. 
unblemished lamb, was sign the 
whole people’s renewed dedication God. 
Their purpose was, course. acknowl- 
edge His absolute power over each one’s 
life well over all creation. After the 
blood had been presented the priest, 
the victim was returned the offerer 
sign God’s acceptance. Then the lamb 
was serve for the sacrificial meal 
the paschal supper. 

today, however, know that this 
ritual the Old Testament sacrifice had 
far deeper meaning than the one under- 
stood the Jews. For this was 
our own Sacrifice the New Covenant 
established Christ. Now see how closely 
our Mass resembles that ancient paschal 
rite, since was directly derived there- 
from history and tradition. 
explain why Christ, who came fulfill all 
those figurative things the Old Cov- 
carefully used the same ritual pat- 
tern set divine guidance long cen- 
turies before. 

This how went. The father the 
family took bread, symbol the 
bountiful gifts, and gave thanks, saying: 
“Blessed Thou, Lord our 
Who didst make the earth produce bread.” 
you see now why the Mass are 
told that the Lord, following this same 
“took bread and, giving thanks 
did bless and give his 
How simple, then, was for Him insert 
His divine power into that human rite and 
add: “This (bread) body which 
being given for you”! 

the sacrificial meal drew its close, 
there was last cup wine blessed with 
special solemnity the great 
thanksgiving. here again our Lord, fol- 
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lowing the ancient ritual, took (the) 
chalice into his hands; and giving thanks 
blessed it” (Missal). Again, how 
naturally His divine power invades the 
human rite with these momentous words: 
‘This the chalice blood, the 


you and many that there 
nay take place for all the people new 
from the slavery sin that 
promised land never-ending joy and 
veace. 

And today are able look far 
that first Covenant God with 
His Chosen People and learn how 
ully had prepared mankind through 
ihe signs and types the Old Testament 
‘or our own divine reality the New. 
Hence today also whenever find God’s 
Word coming down officially, the 
Gospel the Mass, communicate with 
His people, note corresponding re- 
sponse thanksgiving and the gesture 
complete surrender, eloquently expressed 
sacrificial action follow. 

course, there fundamental differ- 
ence between that ancient sacrifice and our 
Mass. The former was man’s way say- 
ing “thank you” Creator dwelling 
the far remoteness His infinity. But the 
latter brings down upon earth the very 
Son God. Himself may give 
the Triune Godhead fitting and accept- 
able act gratitude for and with us, 
His own creatures. And remember this: 
the ancient sacrifices were man’s helpless 
groping from the abyss creaturehood 
for union with the Infinite. But the 
Christian Sacrifice brings down the very 
Son God into our midst, where can 
united with Him not only spirit but 
even body. 

The ancient Pasch was sacrifice 
thanksgiving for all God’s gifts crea- 
tion and figurative redemption. How 
much more, then. should our Sacrifice 
also true eucharist. That is, ought 
act heartfelt gratitude not only 
‘or God’s gifts but even for the Gift 
Himself —His own divine Son! For 
truly our Emmanuel, God-with-us 
now remote and speaking only amid 
‘hunder and lighting. Today really 
our very midst, actually speaking 
human words through the Gospel and 
‘onsecration our Mass.

Have you ever watched class biting 
their pencils and staring blankly into space 
even after you have scrupulously prepared 
and assigned subject for composition? 
had, more than once. tried reproduc- 
tion, narration, delineation character 
all with little marked success. Avid 
scrutiny books the art writing 
proved futile, and length began 
realize that here was individual problem 
for me. 


Nature the Rescue 

Mother Nature gave the needed in- 
spiration. Why not confine assignments 
definite plan? Realizing that the lion’s 
share the task must done the 
teacher, sought the material which was 
immediately hand. realized that the 
selections required for reading the 
grade was teaching abounded the de- 
scriptive words and phrases needed. 
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Delving into each piece 
turn, listed these expressions under such 
headings trees, birds, flowers, streams, 
and arranged them fit the seasons. 
“Vision Sir Lawnfal,” mention only 
two, supplied abundance word pic- 
tures and sense images. When completed, 
list was inexhaustible supply sig- 
nificant and meaningful expressions. 


Initiating the Class 

the initial lesson, the blackboard was 
littered with descriptive findings. Birds 
were among the leaves”; 
were plastering their nests hard by”; “the 
crowing bold could almost 
heard; “crows flapped over twos 
and and there was necklace 
grass” here and there the barren 
places. The flowers, too, were arranged 
colorful setting: “cowslips startled 
meadows green”; “dandelions 
soming near”; “golden daffodils stretched 
along the margin the while the 
buttercup caught “the sun its chalice.” 
little brook hears the wind” and “builds 
ice castle”; spring “laughing and leap- 
ing” was “playing like infant with it- 
“the river bluer than the sky” was 
flowing merrily along. gazed the 
cattle “knee-high the enjoyed the 
“lowing the “while dwindling 
pines and scrubby cedars” abounded the 
far West where left Coaly-Bay roam 
will. 


Sense Images 

The next time gloried Nature’s 
storehouse beauty the picture had be- 
come universe ice and snow.” “Drift 
piled the the “winged 
snow” was falling zigzag fashion 
“bareboughed lilac “the moaning 
treeboughs” were “swaying 
“ghastly finger tips sleet tap the 
window.” Indoors, however, far from the 
“shrieking the mindless 
listened the “crackle logs the fire- 
place,” the “sputtering and the 
“simmering the cider.” “Nuts from Oc- 
tober woods” were a-plenty, and through 
the windowpane viewed the “dark-cir- 
cled sun sinking before has set.” 

Spring and autumn developed 
similar manner orally, appending each 
particular season whatever fragmentary 
gleamings were suitable, laying particular 
emphasis visual and sound images 
which were plentiful our class literary 
selections. devoted two entire lesson 
periods exclusively sounds heard 
Nature, because had fewer examples 
these our work. Then narrowed 


our subject matter “Nocturnal Sounds 
Nature.” Special attention likewise was 
given the other sense pictures, wher- 
ever they occurred. was amazing how 
the few previous lessons had cultivated 
the pupils’ sense awareness. heard such 
expressions blood-curdling cry 
screech-owl,” frog seated lily 
pad, croaking loudly from the depths 
pond, signalling the crickets start their 
singing the tall “across the dis- 
tant hills re-echoed the barking 
locked-out shepherd dog.” 


Employing the Simile 

Dissimilar comparisons, similes 
ultimately termed them, played major 
role preparatory work, but they 
were studied separate lessons previous 
written compositions. These figures 
speech were used frequently the pupils’ 
stories. garbed shimmering cos- 
tumes stood like sentinels duty” and 
kennel with its slanted white roof 
looked like miniature castle snatched 
from fairyland” are typical examples. 

For homework, assigned five similes 
(noun verb), original not, with the 
result new appreciation poetry. 
few presented the pupils were: “time 
like “hair like seaweed,” “the 
wind like mischievous boy,” pines 
like “eyes like living gems”; 
away like cloud,” “dangled like 
suspended pearl,” “swayed like waltzing 
couples,” “shone like emerald,” “rustled 
like dry leaves.” 


Working Individually 

With the preceding background, 
launched the class into individual work. 
Books knowledge and adventure that 
had been idly gathering dust the shelves 
were put into circulation the more in- 
dustrious members the class sought aid 
visualizing the terms their assign- 
ments.

“redbreasted robins teaching their young 
voluble parrot repeating our 
conversation.” 


Streams 

When came “streams,” wrote 
entire short sentence without 
model, this time with adjective pre- 
ceding the subject, verb that crackled 
with action, and adverbial modifier 
phrase any kind. Here are some 
through the underbrush”; “The rippling 
brook circulated the green shrubs the 
hillside”; “The trout stream rippled with 
darting fish”; stagnant pool reflected 
the shadows the trees its bank”; 
“Crystal streams weave their way and 
out the tall pine.” 

“Seasonal” writing proved move 
the right direction for me. Serving these 
descriptive nuggets the children whetted 
their appetites for writing with color, at- 
mosphere, and beauty. Try yourself, and 
willing guarantee that the venture 
will repay you with dividends.

FRANCISCAN EDUCATIONAL CONFERENCE 


Rev. Irenaeus Herscher, O.F.M. 


The Thirty-Ninth Meeting the Francis- 
can Educational Conference was held St. 
Bonaventure University, St. Bonaventure, 
Y., August 6-8, conjunction with the 
centennial celebration this Franciscan edu- 
cational institution. About 100 friars discussed 
this year’s theme: “The Mind Modern 
Man.” 

Opening the sessions was paper prepared 
Rev. Daniel Egan, T.O.R., president 
the College Steubenville, and read, his 
unavoidable absence, Rev. Matthew Her- 
ron, T.O.R., “The Contemporary Catholic 
Personality.” This set the stage for subsequent 
papers and discussions painting word 
picture the theme the Conference: “The 
Mind Modern Man.” Inner-directed people, 
other-directed people, conformists and non- 
conformists were pictured. The startling dis- 
coveries made after researches into motivation 
and the effect the use these discoveries 
fashioning character, personality, and habits 
were brought out detail. The task this 
conference, the speaker pointed out, 
recognize these forces and their effects, and 
point out how modern science, and religion, 
can help understand, unravel, remake the 
contemporary personality. 

Rev. Colman Majchrzak, O.F.M., professor 
philosophy St. Francis College, Burling- 
ton, Wis., spoke “The Human Person 


according St. Bonaventure.” came well 


Franciscans discussed “The Mind Modern Man.” The man the 


qualified speak the subject, because 
wrote his doctoral dissertation the Seraphic 
Doctor. Father Colman pointed out some in- 
teresting notes concerning the modernity 
Bonaventure’s thought and human psychology. 
There are, said, definite areas which 
the medieval doctor’s analysis would 
profit today —for example, intuition and in- 
trospection, the self-activity the thinking 
subject, the synergetic operations the intel- 
lect and will, the freedom the will, the 
necessity and value supra-sensitive knowl- 
edge, and imageless ideas. 

“The Way Modern Man Sees Himself 
Reflected Twentieth-Century Theories 
Personality,” was the subject paper 
Father Fintan McNamee, St. Louis, 
Mo. Father Fintan observed that modern 
man does not know the purpose his free- 
dom how use it. personality building 
modern man very much like bricklayer 
who cannot realize the full potential his 
material unless there artist architect 
show him. 

Critique the Modern Philosophy 
Man,” was the subject paper Father 
Ronald Lawler, O.F.M.Cap., St. Joseph’s 
Friary, Hays, Kans. “One the most un- 
fortunate faults contemporary philosophers,” 
stated, “is their exclusiveness: each school 
considering its opponents not merely wrong, 
but outside real philosophy.

Father Geoffrey Bridges, O.F.M., San 
Luis Rey, Calif., discussing Father Alan’s 
paper, brought out the fact that per cent 
the patients coming psychiatrist, 
simply could not face failure. such, Father 
Geoffrey suggested, would help 
realize the meaning the Prayer St. 
Francis, and his dictum: what 
before God. also encouraged the Francis- 
can approach sympathy, thus 
people face reality correctly and courageously. 

Another Franciscan friar from San Luis Rey 
Mission, California, Rev. Carroll Tageson, 
O.F.M., spoke the subject “Personality 
Testing and Measurement.” After establishing 
the possibility measurement personality 
the psychological sense that term, Father 
Carroll pointed out that, historically, per- 
sonality testing began attempt find 
short-cut method personality assessment. 
This what the tests essentially remain today, 
said. The final point was made that 
need not fear that tests, projective other- 
wise, would ever invade “forbidden” areas 
the soul man—the innermost core his 
personality. They can tell more and 
less than could determined 
shrewd, unbiased observer over long period 
time. 

“All mental testing begins with man’s 
wonder,” said Father Marvin 
O.F.M., Duns Scotus College, 
Mich.
